AT WASHINGTON. 

To *he young man or woman whp 
seeks to obtain a eoUegpe degree and 

a livelihood at the same time, no 
city in the country offers an oppor- 
tunity more attractive than that to 
be found in the National Capital. 
The several imireraitses at Wash- 
ingrton provide evening classes with 
hours arranged conveniently for 
Government employees, who ordina 
rily complete their day's work at 
half-past four aad aU Ubraries^ in- 
cluding the Library ot CongnoB, are 
open at night. 

For years thousands of young 
people have entered the civil service 
at Washington w|th the main idea 
of devoting three of four years t ) 
equipping themselves for a profes- 
sional or scientific career while sup- 
porting themselves. Many of tho 
young mem. live at fraternity houses 
co-operatively conducted, thereby 
lessening the living expense and also 
securing a place where they caB, en- 
tertain their friends.
